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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response, which included cancellation of all pending claims and 
addition of new claims 24-45, filed on 2/10/2006, is made of record. Claims 24-45 are 
pending. In view of applicants' response, all 112 rejections made in the previous office 
action have been obviated. However, the following rejections made in the previous 
office action are now applied to currently pending claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 24-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nagamatsu et al. JP 09255681. 

See entire document especially pages 4, 5 and 6, Table 2, 3 , 4 and 5 for various 
compounds made. 

This rejection is same as made in the previous office action but now applied to 
cun-ently pending claims. 

Contrary to applicants' urging, the amendment to and R^, did not overcome 
this rejection. See last compound of shown in page 4 which has a R^= cyclopentyl on 
the nitrogen of the triazine ring and R^ as phenyl, R^ as methyl. Note when instant 
n=m=0, instant claims read on the prior art compound. 

Hence, this rejection is proper and is maintained. 
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An English machine translation is also provide for applicants' careful review. 

Note the dependent claims 25-45 do not recite a value for n and m and hence 
they are treated as recited in claim 24. In other words, m and n are treated as zero. 

Also, applicants should note that the reference permits substituents on the 
phenyl ring, which overlap with instant phenyl substituents. 

Claims 24-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nagamatsu et al. JP 07041479. 

See entire document especially pages 5 through 8 6 for various compounds 

made. 

This rejection is same as made in the previous office action but now applied to 
currently pending claims. 

Contrary to applicants' urging, the amendment to and R^, did not overcome 
this rejection. See last compound of shown in page 4 which has a R^= cyclopentyl on 
the nitrogen of the triazine ring and R^ as phenyl, R^ as methyl. Note when instant 
n=m=0, instant claims read on the prior art compound. 

Hence, this rejection is proper and is maintained. 

An English machine translation is also provide for applicants' careful review. 

Note the dependent claims 25^5 do not recite a value for n and m and hence 
they are treated as those recited in claim 24. In other words, m and n are treated as 
zero. 

All other prior art 102 rejections made in the previous office action are deemed 
as obviated due to amendment to the currently presented claims.
